Reference  is  made  to  the  Department's  letter  of 
March  7,  1947  concerning  Kazimiera  Wondolowska  in 
Poland. 

The  Department  is  now  in  receipt  of  a  communication 
dated  March  31,  1947  from  the  American  Embassy  at  Warsaw 
which  reports  that  due  to  the  thousands  of  claimants  to 
American  citizenship  wishing  to  execute  formal  passport 
applications  it  has  been  necessary  to  grant  appointments 
to  applicants  in  the  chronological  order  of  their  first 
communication  with  the  Embassy.  At  the  present  time 
appointments  are  being  granted  to  claimants  who  in 
November  1945  expressed  a  desire  to  apply  for  a  passport. 
The  Embassy's  records  indicate  that  Miss  Wondolowska 
first  indicated  a  desire  to  execute  a  passport 
application  on  May  27,  1946  and  that  she  has  completed 
and  returned  to  the  Embassy  a  citizenship  questionnaire. 
It  is  impossible  to  predict  when  she  will  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  execute  her  application  for  a  passport. 

The  Embassy  at  Warsaw  was  informed  of  your  client's 
willingness  to  defray  the  cost  of  Miss  Wondolowska' s 
transportation  to  the  United  States.

The  Department  has  now  received  a  report  from  the 
American  Embassy  at  Warsaw  dated  March  5,  1947  which 
indicates  that  because  of  the  abnormal  conditions  still 
existing  at  Warsaw  it  has  not  been  able  to  obtain 
sufficient  office  space  or  personnel  to  enable  it  to 
liquidate  the  vast  number  of  citizensnip  and  repatriation 
cases  which  accumulated  during  the  war.  As  the  Embassy 
is  able  to  accept  only  a  limited  number  of  applications 
daily,  it  has  been  necessary  to  grant  to  claimants  to 
American  citizenship  appointments  for  the  purpose  of 
executing  formal  applications  for  passports  according  to 
the  chronological  order  of  their  appearance  or  communica¬ 
tion  with  the  Embassy. 

The  Embassy  adds  that  Mr.  Rudy  has  been  entered  on 
its  waiting  list  and  in  proper  turn  will  be  invited  to 
appear  at  the  Embassy  to  execute  a  formal  passport 
application.  It  will  then  be  necessary  for  the  Embassy 
to  conduct  an  investigation  to  clarify  his  citizenship 
status.  Not  until  his  citizenship  status  has  been 
clarified  will  the  Embassy  be  in  a  position  to  determine 
what  assistance  may  properly  be  extended  to  Mr.  Rudy  in 
connection  with  the  issuance  of  documentation  for  his 
travel  to  the  United  States.
